Tue idea prevalent that God would inflict all 
his judgments in one great tremendous DAY, 
is as absurd as the notion is universal. The 
famine and dearth were at the command of 
Elijah. The earthquake that swallowed up Da- 
than and the company of Abiram, was at the 
command of Moses. Moses also stretehed out 
his hand as a signal to the accumulated seas to 
overwhelm the Egyptians, and they obeyed his 
mandate. But I will not multiply proofs. 
God will pour out his vials of wrath, and dis- 
tress the nations till they will learn and prac 
tice righteousness; and his people mast flee to 
their appointed hiding place till the indignation 
is overpast, otherwise they have no guaranty 
for their safety. The Hebrews were obliged 
to mark their houses, lest the destroying angel 
should slay both them and the Egyptians. The 
Lord God has decreed a consumption upon the 
whole earth, therefore let the righteous flee to 
the strongholds of Zion, that are preparing in 
that land that was promised to the Patriarch 
Joseph, while it is an accepted time, and the 
evil days come not.

The nations wonder at the spectacle of such 
multitudes going out of their midst under the 
warning voice of Jehovah, and are ready to 
cry out, who are these that fly as clouds and 
as doves to their windows? Who are these 
Latter-Day Saints? What is their doctrine, 
and whither are they fleeing?

Mysteries, Miséries and Delights of a 
Turkish Bath. | 


I aricHrep at the door of the head bathing 
establishment of Grand Cairo. 

Behold me now, in the vestibule of a genuine 
Eastern hummam. , Two tall Numidian slaves 
assist me disrobe, and in the place of my multi- 
plied garments, attire me in a piece of loose 
cloth, buttoned just above the hips. Thus 
denuded, f aim mounted on a pair of wood- 
en clogs of pattens, about ten inches io 
height. I am then supported on either side 
while I made my way over the glassy marble 
floor to a bathing saloon number one. Here I 
am stretched upon a plank, covered by a white 
cloth, and recline at an angle of forty-five. 
The room is theu filled with vapor,and in about 
ten minutes I am perspiring profusely through 
every pore. I grow faint, the vapor is turned 
off, a few buckets of tepid water are thrown 
over me, a cup of coffee is administered, and a 
few whiffs at a chiboque. I am revived, and am 
straightwuy conducted into bathing saloon num 
ber two. 

Here, sitting on the side of a marble reser- 
voir of hot water, I am drenched with buckets 
of the scalding liquid. [am then laid down 
and scrubbed from head to foot with woollen 
gloves and a sort of fuller’s earth. Then drench- 
ed again. ~YAm next submitted to the opera- 
tion of peeling, a process which removes all! ac- 
cumulation of dirt and scurf upon the surface; 
which, in fact, seems to take off another skin. 
The peeling over, I am drenched again. The 
next stage is that of pumice-stoning, applied to 
the inside of the hands, the soles of the feet 
and heels, until all horny and hard parts are 
rubbed down to a delicate softness. Now comes 
a season of comparative. leisare and repose. 


I am next made to sit up, and in my sitting 


posture am shaved——the buirs are carefully pul- 
led out of my nostrils—my ears are picked—. 
my hair is cut—my whiskers and moustache are. 
trimmed, and my head is, at last, declared to 
de finished. . To these processes succeeds that 
of shampooing—namely, moulding the flesh, 
cracking the joints, and loosening every integu- 
ment in every socket throughout the frame.

The city of Rphrath was the old Bethlehem, 
which tneans house of bread, and was the latet 
name. We do not know on What otcasivn this 
change was made. It was allotted to Judah, 
being situated about six miles south of Jerusa* 
lem, on the way to Hebron. The place is oft 
en mentioned in the sacred scriptures, and Da- 
vid was born and reared there, wherefore it is 
distingttished as the city of David . There was 
another Beth lehem in the land of the tribe of 
Zebulon, and in contradistinction the former 
was generally styled Beth-lehem Judah, The 
modern Beth-lehem is a village covering a hill 
on the southern side of a deep and extensive 
valley; it contains about four hundred inhabit- 
ants; they gain their livelihood by making 
beads, carying mother-of-pearl shells into sa- 
cred toys, and manufacturing small tables and 
ornaments, which are frequently purchased by 
pilgrims who annually come hither. 

When Moses recorded the events of Rachel's 
death, about three hundred years had elapsed, 
And that the pillar remained on the grave for 
a long time after this we have undoubted au- 
thority, from 1 Sam., x, 9: “And when thoa 
art departed from me, then thou shalt find two 
men by Rachel’s sepulchre, in the border of 
Benjamin.” - It is by no means imptobable that 
the very spot is still correctly designated at the 
present day, although the monumient erected 


there is undoubtedly Mahommedan construc-}

J sip, and poff, 
and dose; snd dose and puff and sip; and am 
of opinion that, after all I have undergone, my 
present bliss has been cheaply parchased. I 
am roused from my reverie by a polite inquiry 
if I will be a second time shampooed; to which 
[ answer, “ Certainly not.” In half an hoar 
or thereabouts I rise and dress, and leave the 
hammum. And now it is I feel the benefit of 
my bath.

‘days of my childhood. My body is lighter and 
more elastic than a feather.

boat. A full chord of eight notes may be 
struck at unce, as tpon the organ; and it is 
needless to say that the effect of such a combi- 
nation of musical tone fs retnatkably grand 
find sdblime. Think of a steamer, with one of 
these “ mighty musicians” on board, plowing 
its way up the Mississippi, and waking those 
vast solitades with its trampet breathings! On 
the ocean the Calliope can be heard for twenty 
miles, discoursing the “ Star Spangled Banner ” 
and “ Hail Colombia” with accuracy. The ac- 
tion of the valves is so nice and perfect that 
the quickest tunes, as “ Fisher’s Hornpipe,” 
‘‘ Money Musk,” and “ Mary’s Wedding,” can 
be performed with ease,and all the accompany- 
Ing parts distinctly given, The Glencove, be- 
tween New York and Albany, has one of these 
instruments on board, and it is said the boat 
has doubled her namber of passengers by means 
of it, The Calliope is capable of being played 
with a crank as 4 common hand-organ; and in 
this form will doubtless take the place of the 
shrill steam whistle on the railroad; but the 
greater utility will be, it seems to us, as a sig- 
nal between our steamship on the ocean, and as 
a diversion to the passengers on their voyages,

American Revolution, the employment of Riv- 

editor of the Royal Gazette, in the se- 

cret service of the American commander, is the 
most astonishing. 

The time that this remarkable connection | chief. 
took place is of course-anknown. There is 
much probability that it may have commenced 
at the closing of the campaign of 1776, as it is 
known that about that time {Robert Morris 
horrowed of # Quaker, five handred guineas in 
gold for the secret service of Washington's 
arms, and thet intelligence of vital and vast 
of the Quaker’s loan.. 

The worthy Quaker ssid to Morris:—"“How 
can I, friend Rebert, who am a man of peace, 
lend thee* money for the purpose of war? 
Friend George, is, I believe, a good man, and 
fighting in a good canse; but I am opposed to 
fighting of any sort.” Morris, however, soon 
managed to quiet old Broadbrim’s scruples; the 
gold was dug up from his garden, and handed 
over to the Commanderin-Chief whose appli- 
cation of it to the secret service produced the 
happiest effects upon the cause of the Revolu- 
tion in the critical period of our destiny. 

Rivington proved faithful to his bargain,and 
often would intelligence of great importance, 
gleaned at convivial moments at Sir William’s 
or Sir Harry’s table, be in the American camp, 
before the convivialists had slept off the effects 
of their wine. 

The business of the secret was so well man- 
aged that even s suspicion never arose as to 
the mediam through which intelligence of vast 
importance was continually being received in 
the American camp, from the very head quar- 
ters of the British army; and, had suspicion 
arose, the King’s printer would probably have 
been the last man suspected, for during the 
whole of his connection with the secret services 
his Royal Gazette literally piled abuses of eve- 
ry sort upon the American General and the 
cause of America. 

In 1783 this remarkable mystery was solved. 
When Washington entered New York 8 con- 
queror, by the evacuation of the British, he 
said one morning to two of his officers: 

“ Suppose, gentlemen, we walk down to Riv- 
ington’s book store; he is said to be a very 
pleasant kind of fellow.” 

Amazed as the officers were at the idea of 
visiting such a man, they of course prepared to 
accompany the Chief. When arrived at the 
book store, Rivington received his visitors with 
great politeness; for he was indeed one of the 
most elegant gentlemen and best bred men of 
theage. Escorting the party into a parlor, he 
begged the officers to be seated, and then said 
to the Chief: 

“ Will your Excellency do me the honor to 


step into the adjoining room for a moment,that 


I may show you the list of the agricultural 
works I am about to order out from London for 
your special use? ” 

The locks on the doors of the houses in New 
York city, more than three score years ago 
were not so good as now. The door of Riving- 
ton’s private room,closed very imperfectly,soon 
became ajar, when the officers distinctly heard 
the chinking of two heavy purses of gold as 
they were successively laid upon a table. | 

The party soon returned from the inner room, 
when Rivington pressed upon his guests a glass 
of Madeira, to which he assured them wase 
prime article, having imported it himself. 

The visitors now rose to depart. Rivington, 
on taking leave of the Chief, whom he escorted 
to the door, said: 

“ Your Excellency may rely upon my especial 
attention being given to the agricultural 
works, which, on their arrival, will be immedi- 
ately forwarded to Mount Vernon, where I 
trust they will contribute to your gratification 
amid the shades of domestic retirement.” 

Rivington remained for several years after 
the peace of 1783, then returned to England, 
and then died. He was never called to account 
by his government for the affair of the secret 
service. It was the general opinion at that 
time if Rivington hed been closely pressed on 
the delicate service, characters of greater cal- 
iber might have appeared on the tapis than the 
King’s Printer. 

No svucH THING as Weatner Wispow.—Mr.

With all my practice and experience in ob-

‘Sperting Fish. 


Ax in teresting account is given in the 
eleventh number of the Edinburgh Philosoph- 
ical Journal, of the Jaculator fish of Java, by s 
gentleman who had an opportunity of examin- 
ing some specimens of it in thepossession of a 


The fish were placed in a small circular pond, 
from the center of which projected a pole up- 
wards of two feet in height; at the top of this 
pole were inserted several small pieces of wood, 
sharpened at the points, on each of which were 
transfixed some insects of the beetle tribe. 

When ali hed become quiet, after the beetles 
had been secured, the fsb, which had been re- 
tired during the operstion, came out of their 
hiding-places, and began to circle around the 
pond. 

One of them at length rose to the sur 
face of the water, and, after steadily fixing its 
eyes for some time upon an insect, discharged 
from its mouth a small quantity of water-like 
fluid, with such force and precision of aim as to 
drive the beetle off the twig into the water, 
where it was instantly swallowed. 

After this, another fish came and performed 
a similar feat, and was followed by the rest, till 
all the insects were devoured. 

The writer observed, that if a fish failed in 
bringing down its prey at the first shot, it 
swam around the pond until it again 
came opposite the same object, and fired 
again. 

In one instance he remarked one of the fish 
returned three times to the attack before it se- 
cured its prey; but, in general, they seemed to 
be very expert shots bringing down the game 
at the first discharge. 

The Jaculator in a state of natare, frequents 
the banks of rivers in search of food. When 
it spies a flie settling on the plants that grow 
in shallow water, it swims on to the distance of 
from five to six feet of them, and then with sur- 
prising dexterity, ejects from its tubular mouth 
a single drop oi fluid, which rarely fails to strike 
the fly into the water, where it is immediately 
swallowed.— Chamber's Journal.

For instance, pes jackets made 
of gutta percha fabric were baled in the same 
manner as the cloth clothing for the navy, un- 
der a pressure of thirty tons. They were then 
placed over a steam boiler in the yard, and re- 
mained for sixteen days, subject to an average 
temperature of 190 degrees, at times as high 
as 2129 degrees. On examination, the garments 
were found in the same state as when packed. 
There was no adhesion of the folds, nor any de- 
composition of the gutta percha. One jacket 
was dipped in water, rolled up, and sewed in 
the corners, but not pressed, and subjected to 
the same heat for three consecutive days; on 
being examined it was found in a state wholly 
free from injary.
